Muscular Dystrophy 


Muscular dystrophy, known formerly 
as “‘creeping-paralysis”, is a so far incur- 
able afflictiion that paralyses the volun- 
tary muscles of the human body. It can 
affect anyone, but is especially serious 
where children are victims, in which cases 
it is almost invariably fatal. 

About 20,000 Canadians in all walks 
of life are associated under the banner of 
MDAC. They raise money for medical re- 
search and attempt to make life more com- 
fortable for those already stricken by 

_ MD. They are organized for the most part 
closely with members of Canada’s fire 
into chapters across the country and work 
departments—in many cases pledged to 
support MDAC until the disease of mus- 
cular dystrophy is eliminated. . 

The organization invests almost 
$400,000 annually in medical research; its 
research program is second in size only to 
those of the heart and cancer associations. 
The problem medical scientists face is 
difficult, but already their investigations 
have increased our understanding of mus- 
cular dystrophy and have’ made signifi- 
cant contributions to the data of basie 
medical research,

Down here practically on the north 
bank of the St. Lawrence Seaway, the 
tendency is to thinkvof the Hudson Bay . 
Route twice a year, when the first sum- 
mer ship gets through to Churchill and 
when the ice chases out the last one in 
the fall. 

Anyone who has lived on the prairies 
—- and who in Ottawa has not lived on 
the prairies or in the Maritimes?—cannot 
but recall the pride of the west in its own 
port and the utter refusal to believe that 
the Arctic is as unkind as it is. That makes 
us sorry to hear the autumnal word from 
Hudson Bay Route Association in the west 
this year. Shipments of wheat through 
Churchill were down 500,000 bushels from 
1959 and imports were the lowest in years. 

Despite improved ice-reporting ser- 
vices, Churchill has not been able to at- 
tract shipping in the quantity it desires. 
Harbour area imptovements were asked 
by an association delegation which came 
to Ottawa to reiterate that the sea route 
is the cheapest way of shipping Saskat- 
chewan wheat to Europe. They contend 
rates on the rail line’ which links 
Churchill to the south are too high. 

The association secretary, Jim Gray ol 
Saskatoon, told Ottawa something else. 
He said the northern route is safer than 
the St. Lawrence “and the captains will 
admit it.’

A library of timber

One of the most useful libraries 


in Britain has no books on its | 


shelves. 

It looks like a library, and it is 
organized like one, with a staff of 
experts, filing cabinets for index 
cards and everything else you 
would expect to find. 

But the “books” on the shelves 
~-27,000 of: them-—are, in fact, 
blocks of wood. 

This reference collection, as it is 
called, is at Britain's Forest Prod- 
ucts Research Laboratory. The 
blocks of wood are specimens from 
nearly every country and the col- 
lection is one of the biggest of its 
kind in the world.

600 year-old garden 


if one wants to have a 
beautiful garden, as‘ any garden- 
ing enthusiast soon comes to 
know. One London gardener is 
keeping this well in mind for an 
outstanding, display she plans for 
1966 for one of the oldest gardens 
in England. 

Thousands of visitors to Lon- 
don from overseas each year put 
historic Westminster Abbey high 
on the list of places they must 
see, and are pleasantly surprised 
by the beauty of the three acres 
of gardens behind the ancient 
building.

Twenty-seven local farmers had applied 
for this particular parcel of crown land. 


There's a keen demand for land in Saskatchewan; 

Why? 

Meanwhile farm costs often rise more rapidly than farm 
returns—''the squeeze coniinues’’. 

Land /prices have been climbing for the past ‘wenty! 
five years, In 1963, prices of land in Saskatchewan shot 
up around 17 percent. It is expected that increases in 1964 
will be that much or more, But when land values are 
calculated in constant dollars prices’ are only slightly 
higher than they were in 1936. 


Reasons for the upward trend in land prices include the 


favorable market situation, mechanization, including larger~ 


machines which can handle ‘more land, the high cost of 
machines which create pressure on the farmer to secure more 
land, the ayerage yield of wheat which has averaged 19 
bushels during the past ten years, more credit available, 
capital gains ‘on land is tax free and land is a hedge against 
inflation. 

This land demand is also reflected in the interest for 
crown land. There is a limited amount of crown land available 
for grazing and cultivation purposes. This land is allocated on 
a lease basis to farmers by the Lands Branch, The allocations 
are, made only after the need of each would be lessee is 
weighed carefully. ‘ 


The policy awards crown leases on the basis of 100 
point schedule. Here is the breakdown—wenty points for 
ability as a farmer and farm manager, twenty points for 
farm equipment and capital, thirty points for the need for 
larid, twenty-five points may be awarded to the applicant 
nearest to the land, and five points for war service. 

A three-man land allocation appeal board has been 
established and those people who didn't get the lease may 
forward written appeals to the board within twenty-one days 


from the date of the “letter advising of the tentative alloca- 
tion” and may you be one of the fortunate.

if you are unable to get more land, hogs are an alterna- 


tive as a means of increasing farm income. Between 80 and 
125 hogs equals the income from a quarter section of land In 
Saskatchewan. The present average labor income from a hog 
is about $7.50. To some farmers this may suggest an income 
opportunity even though the market price of hogs is uncertain 
and is not usually an encouragement to most farmers who feel 
that grain farming is an easier way to make a living. If you do 
go into hogs plan on making hog production a major enter- 
prise on your farm and try to stay in hog production for a 
number of years.

Grain farmers will be interested in the new bulletin 
“Varieties of Grain Crops for Saskatchewan 1965”, It's hot off 
the press. New varieties this year are Bolley Flax, Frontier 
Rye and Echo Rape Seed.

There’s a big change in the grass and legume seed 
business this year in Saskatchewan over past years. The 
private seed trade will be handling all the forage seed this 
year—last year the Saskatchewan Department of Agriculture 
was selling forage crop seed. The Department however will 
continue to encourage the use of forage crops os a part of 
good farming.

It looks like the hoppers are on the wane. The 1965 
grasshopper forecast map shows that the hopper forecast 
will be light throughout a large part of the forecast oreo. 
It appears there will be about'20 percent less hoppers this 
year both in numbers and in the area of outbreak over 
1964, The forecast map indicates that there are pockets 
scattered throughout the province where enough hoppers 
could hatch to cause crop damage. Officials warn that 
there is still a need for vigilance on the part of all farmers.

highway accidents alcohol has been a 
significant factor. 

All of this was particularly brought to 
my attention during the recent Thanksgiv- 
ing Day weekend, when six individuals, 
both children ‘and adults, were admitted 
to the Neurosurgical Service at the Saint 
John General Hospital, four with serious 


yhead injuries and two with severe sping! 


injuries and paralysis, as a result of six 


'. separate car accidents. 


In four of these accidents it appeared - 


that alcohol (usually producing excessive 
driving speed) was.at least partly respon- 
sible for the mishaps —~ and, still more 
unfortunately not in every case-was the 
victim the one who did the drinking and 
driving. . 

The second reason for this article is 
that about two weeks ago I noticed in an 
article a quotation from Commissioner 
George B. McClellan of the RCMP, in re- 
spect to the problem of our society's seem- 
ing tendency to be concerned more for the 
criminal than for the law. 

Commissioner McClellan has sugges- 
ted that coddling of crime has gone so far 
that there is more worry now about the 
rights of the criminal than for-those of his 
victim, and he is quoted as saying, '’What 
about the right to insist that driving on 
our highways should be a reasonably 
safe pastime and not a competition to stay 
alive? Should it really be necessary to 
spend every minute that you are driving 
in your car in endeavoring to outwit the 
nuts, the fire-balls and the drunks on 
every highway today; without the 
slightest regard to life, safety regulations 
or their fellow men?” 

My purpose in writing this article is 
to ask whether it is actually impossible 
for us to do something effective to stop 
this fateful trend. What a wonderful thing 
it would be if Saskatchewan was able to 
show the way to the rest of Canada in this 
respect. What a great opportunity this is 
for some member or members of our legal 
profession —- whether they are barristers 
or judges — to lead a crusade of this 
type! We must stop this dangerous com- 
bination of drinking and driving, and for 
this we need binding laws that will apply 
automatically and irrecovacably to every- 
one. And we must have these laws quick- 
ly. 

_ Personally, I am not against the social 
use of alcoholic beverages in moderation. 
However, I would be perfectly willing to 
hire a taxi after having.a drink of this 
type, rather than driving my own car, if 
that were the law. 

In Sweden, I understand, any driver 
of a car who is stopped for one or another 
reason, and shows evidence of any recent 
alcohol intake, loses his licence for an 
extensive period. I do not know how prac- 
tical a law this can be made, here, but 
there are certainly many ways in which 
our present legislation can be improved, 
to provide much needed support and 
strength for our law-enforcing agencies in 
this field. 

Indeed, those in Regina could lead the 
way themselves. 

I have been told, for instance, that 
the city of Sydney, Nova Scotia, has a 
binding ordinance which deprives a driver 
of his license for two years if he is found 
with an open bottle of any alcoholic 
beverage in his vehicle. Even his would be 
a step in the right direction. I-am sure 
that the mayor and council fully appre- 
ciate the problem as it is laid out, and I 
know that if they do nothing more during 
their coming two years in office than 
provide us with some effective and bind- 
ing legislation in this direction, citizens 
will owe them a great debt of gratitude. 

In conclusion, I wish again to call 
upon someone to lead us in this most 
worthy endeavor — whether it be 6n a 
province-wide scale or even only in this 
city as a start

U of S receives large grant to assist 
in purchase of electron microscope 


—Medical Care Insurance Commission 


* 


A $46,000 grant to the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan toward the 
purchase of an electron’ micro- 
scope was announced today in @ 
joint statement released by Public 
Health Minister D, G. Steuart and 
Dr. R. G. Murray, chairman of the 
Medical Care Insurance Commis- 
sion. 

The grant, the first made by the 
Medical Care Insurance Commis- 
siom to assist in medical research, 
is to be made to the College of 
Medicine and was authorized under 
The Medical Scholarship and Bur- 
saries Act. 

“Medical Care,” the joint state- 
ment read, “was established over 
two years ago to not only provide 
low cost insurance against medical 
bills, but also to improve the medi- 
cal standards in the province, This 
is the first time the Commission 
has provided a grant towards im- 
proving medicine through re 
search.” ; 

The instrument, to be obtained 
through the grant, will be capable 
of magnification of 200,000. times, 
four times greater than any exist- 
ing microscope on the campus and 
tone with the highest currently 
| available magnification. 

The electron microscope will be 
used in research by the depart- 
ments of pathology and anatomy 
in the College of Medicine, Dr. D. 
| J. MacFayden, a member of the 
college staff, said. 

TWO IN USE 

At the present time there are 
{two electron microscopes on the 
campus, The larger. of these two 
instruments, with a magnifying 
power of approximately 45,000 
times is situated in the Thompson 
Biology Building and is used joint- 
ly by the departments of anatomy, 
bacteriology and The 
second instrument with a magnify- 
ing power ot approximately 12,000 
times, is in the department of ana- 
tomy and was purchased for their 
use by the Canadian Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Society a few years 
ARO, a 

The new microscope will allow 
much more minute structures to 
be studied than heretofore possibile 
at the university. 
In the use of electron micro- 
scopy the medical school has sert- 
ously lagged behind several other 
Canadian medical schools, Dr. Mac- 
Fadyen sald. 

“Since, with the 
conventional light microscope, & 
maximum magnification of 1,000 
times ia obtainable, it ls apparent 
that an instrument with 200 times 
thia magnifying power, opens up 
the entire field of microscopic 
anatomy and pathology for more 
detailed atudy. Once the electron 
microscope has been obtained, 
specific studies to be started will 
| Hkely include examination of brain 


biology. 


beat type of 


tumérs, degenerative diseases of 
the central nervous system, muscle 
disease, nervous tissue regenera- 
tion, kidney disease and diseases of 
the lining of the bowel,” Dr, Mac- 
Fayden sald. 

Of equal importance to the above 
mentioned studies. which will now 
be possible by present staff mem- 
bers, will be the. ability of the 
medical school to attract scientists 
whose major interest is in electron 
microscopy. Such persons will add 
scope to the research and diagnos- 
tic facilities of the school. Dr. Mac- 
MacFayden said. 

FIRST IN 1935 

The first electron microscope 
having a magnifying power equal 
to the best conventional light 
microscope was produced in 1935. 
By 1946, electron microscopes with 
a magnification of approximately 
200,000 became available. 

The instrument to be obtained 
will cost approximately $40,000, 
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with ancillary equipment necessary 
for the preparation of the tissues 
and photographically recording the 
structures seen adding to the cost, 

The electron microscope is the 
size of an office desk with a con- 
sole of adjustment dials facing the 
operator. Emerging vertically from 
the centre of the console is a 
cylindrical tube about five feet 
high in which is located the magni- 
fying apparatus. 

This apparatus consists of a 
filament such as in a radio tube 
which serves as a source of elec- 
trons. These electrons are acceler- 
ated within the tube, which is also 
a vacuum, and are focused elec- 
tronically or magnetically to pass 
through the tissue to be examined. 
By means of apertures and conden- 
sers the electron beam image of 
the tissue is magnified and, finally 
broadcast onto a fluorescent screen 
such as in a TV tube where it can 
be seen and photographed.

NEW PAINT BEATS 
INSECT PROBLEM 


by COLIN REID 

A new and deadly weapon has 
just been perfected for use in a 
world war that never ceases — 
man’s war on insect pests. 

The new weapon is an insect- 
killing paint, deve:oped by British 
scientists and chemists after many 
years of research. 

The killer is a secret ingredient 
which is mixed in paint that can 
be used for all common purposes, 
and may be of any colour. 

To people and household pets, the 
paint is harmless. But death oc- 
curs within a few seconds to in- 


‘sects which come in contact with 


it on walls, ceilings, doors or any- 
where else.” 

Common pests such as mosqui- 
toes, flies, gnats, wasps, termites, 
ants and cockroaches are more 
than a nuisance. 

They may destroy crops or pro- 
perty or act as carriers for disease- 
germs which are a danger to 
human life. This is particularly 
true of insects in the hot-climate 
lands, 

The older weapons used against 
them are the fly-swatter, the fly- 
paper, the baited,-revolving fly- 
trap, the mosquito-curtain —and 
various kinds of anti-insect 
powders and liquids, 

Some of these weapons \remain 
in general use. Pests may~also 
be cleared by spraying liquid in- 
sect-killer into the air or by smok-« 
ing them out of buildings, room by 
room. 

Lasts years 

The effects of most of these 
methods are only temporary. The 
new. paint, however, has effects 
which should last for years, Its 
discovery is regarded as a ‘break. 
through in the struggle against 
insect pests, 

The secret, insect-destroying in- 
gredient is called IFCA— short for 
Insect and Fly Control Agent. It 
was developed and perfected in 
laboratories at Darwen, in Lanca- 
shire, north-west England, 

Tests showed its effectiveness 
when mixed with paint and alse 
that the passing of time does not 
diminish its lethal effect. 

IFCA was praised by the Direc- 
tor-General of the Greek Ministry

IF YOU OWN A FREEZER— 


THIS IS FOR YOU : 


With the rapid increase in home freezing units more and more 
homemakers are asking for information on all aspects of freezing. 
Spe are some of the questions the home economists of the Consumer 

on, Canada Department of Agriculturé, Ottawa, are called upon to 
answer, 

Question: What do you look for when buying frozen foods? 


Carefully check the packages to see that they are clean, firm and 
undamaged. Avoid buying bags with excess ice crystats or evidence 
of dryness because this indicates that the package has been broken 
or may have been thawed and refrozen. 

Question: What is the retailers responsibility in preserving the 
appearance and quality of frozen produce? 

The retailers are responsible for proper rotation of the packages in 
their freezer units and for maintaining a temperature of O degrees F. 
or lower at all times. A thermometer should be used in all cabinets to 
control temperatures. 

Question: Are frozen foods graded? 

Some frozen foods are graded. Poultry is graded — usually Canada 
Grade A. Frozen fruit and vegetables are graded as Canada Fancy or 
Canada Choice and must meet fairly rigid standards of quality. The 
grade mark is an assurance that the product was packed in a govern- 
ment inspected plant under sanitary conditions. 


Question: On what pointé are frozen fruit and vegetables graded? 

Frozen vegetables are graded on such factors as color, uniformity 
of size, texture, and absence of defects. These points are noted in the 
product immediately after thawing. Such factors as flavor,. degree of 
tenderness are considered in the cooked product. 

The same points are considered when grading frozen fruit.

Cattlemen will get a hand in battling livestock diseases 
when the new veterinary college for western Canada gets 
going at the University of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. Dr. Larry 
Smith, Dean of the veteringry college, says “we're going to 
stfess preventative medicine 
wherever possible and we're 
going to look into ways and 
means of getting the 
answers for such serious and 
costly diseases as diarrhea 
in the new born, over eating 
disease of cattle, respiratory 
diseases, virus pneumonia 
and anthrople rhinitis’. 

Dr. Smith, who spoke at 
the Livestock Convention, 
told me that this information 
would be passed on to |; 
farmers primarily through * “ 
local veterinarians and by OR. LARRY SMITH, Dean, College 


extension activities of the of, Veterinary Medicine, University 
college, including’ close of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. 


liaison with existing extension staff, preparation of pamphlets 
and so on, « —_ 

Construction started on the college last week. This is for 
the initial housing unit which will accommodate a class of 30 
students and eventually accommodate 240 students. Right now 
there are more applications than the college can accommodate 
from the four western provinces. A 

When teaching gets underway at the Veterinary College 
an ambulatory clinic will travel to farms around the Saskatoon 
area and treat animals. This will show students how the work 
is done under farm conditions. The ambulatory clinic will be 
part of the animal hospital which in turn is a relatively small 
part of the total diagnostic services that will be available. 
Research into the pressing problems of cattlemen and teaching 
of veterinary students will be the major work of the college. 

There are nine members on the college staff now. It Is 
expected that eventually there will be about forty members on 
staff. 

Dr. Smith is calling on livestock producers to help offset 
the cost of research into some of these pressing livestock 
diseases. He feels that a small levy on each animal marketed 
would give a fund which would be very helpful in supporting 
this kind of research and he believes that the overall benefit 
would be great, 

There's no doubt about it that disease has crippled - 
producers and hindered others and as size of livestock units 
increase this problem will become more important.
